Two weeks ago the urologist confirmed tliat the medication prescribed locally to 
help me breathe when I am asleep could cause the ned for surgery that could be fatal. 

That same week the Itopkins neurologist referred me to its separate research insti- 
tution's speed apnea studies where, after talking to me for about an hour and a half! 
and examining the records of previous testing I^ave them they asked me to return this 
past Wednesday and to remain tuntil 'Thursday evening for additional testing the results 
ol which I am to learn when I return there on 4une 2. Perhaps prefacing what they ;intici- 
pate, one of these three doctors told me that sometimes they liave to decide whether any 
treatment is justified for soiae patients with some conditions. 

fn their effort to learn this I spent a night with a balSon in my throat placed there 
on a long, tiling tube inserted into my nose. % this means they hope to learn the amount 
of constricting pressure that blocks so much of my breathing when I'm alss asleep and 
prevents it. 

3 o, still arising early, 12:30 this morning, by 3:30 I finished drafting a long 
response to a NYTimes editorial assault on me and a covering letter. I'll lay both 
aside until later in the day when 1 may he able to perceive more of my typos and, after 
T finish this, will go y get gas and the Sunday Post. I'll mail this and the other enclosures 
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when we go to Hana-s for supper. Vie didn o t last night, as we. usually do °aturdays, because 
we had a late^ and pleasant lunch there u/ith ^ol. J 0 hn %sland. He is making a detailed 
study, fie has gotten all the Commission Documents on microfilm and is reading them seriatim. 
He is thinking of getting some 40 reels of the Comioission s name files. He came to~ask me 
questions about those record,'; he had read. 

I've not heard from £esar, who had agreed to present what I sore to for submission 
to the House and Senate committees considering legislation to comple disclosure of JPK 
assassination records. I prepared an affidavit, not just an unsworn statement, by intent, 
and by intent contradicting CIA. Director Cates' Senate testimony, (is it just coincidence 
that the iillA's unusual and irresponsible intrusion is timed to coincide with that?'*}’
